Adolphe Audusson Variegated (M) 


Very large, deep red, semi-double, broad petals are 
often marbled with white. Vigorous, dark green 
leaves. 


Alba Plena (E) 


Full imbricated double, snow white, large flowers 
are still the best of this color and shape. Early, but 
continues to bloom over a long period. Very good. 


Aspacia (Emperor of Russia Var.) (M) 


This variegated form of Emperor of Russia is deep 
crimson, splotched white, loose peony form. Vigorous 
upright but compact grower.

Brilliant 


Medium size, bright red, full formal double, re- 
sembling somewhat a smaller Mathotiana. Compact 
grower with dark green leaves. 


Casa Blanca (M) 


Very large salmon pink flowers are semi-double to 
full double. An exquisite form and color. 


Chandleri Elegans (E-M) 


Very large beautifully variegated blooms vary from 
cherry red to deep rose pink and white, and also vary 
greatly in formation, some being thick peony form 
and others loose semi-double with golden stamens. 
Plants set buds while quite young and are prolific 
bloomers. While it is a very old variety, it is still one 
of the most spectacular and popular varieties. 


Daikagura Variegated (E) 


Large, thick peony type, deep rose petals are 
blotched white.

Giganitea (Magnolia King) (M-L) 


Very large peony form with large guard petals. 
Cherry red, marbled, bold white variegation. Vigor- 
ous upright grower. 

Glen 40 (M-L) 


Large, full, symmetrical double of vivid deep red. 
Very old variety but the best of this group. Slow but 
sturdy grower. 


Governor Earl Warren 


Very large, semi-double to loose peony form flow- 
ers of pleasing rose-pink. 


Governor Mouton (M) 


Large, irregular semi-double to peony form. Ori- 
ental red, mottled white. Spreading growth. 


Hakurakuien (Refugee) (M) 


Pure white, very large, semi-double to loose peony 
form of outstanding beauty. Probably finest white of 
this type. 


Haku Tsuru (M) 


Large semi-double to loose peony, pure white, much 
similar in formation to Haku-Rakuten. 


Herme (M) 


Large, semi-double to peony form variegated pink, 
red and white, usually with white margin. Because 
of loose formation of flowers, flower buds will with- 
stand more cold than imbricated types, and this va- 
riety is more dependable in colder section of Camellia 
belt. Heavy bloomer even when young. 


High Hat (E) 


Beautiful, flesh pink, sport of Diakagura. Having 
all the good points of well-known Daikagura, in ad- 
dition to the most pleasing pink shading of C. M. 
Wilson, this is one of the most desirable Camellias of 
present day. 


Jarvis Red (M) 


Medium size, semi-double, bright red flowers are 
not prize winners, but because of free-spreading 
growth, and habit of blooming young and profusely, 
this is a very desirable garden variety. This is one of 
the hardiest of all Camellias. 


Jeanerette Pink (L) 
Medium size, salmon pink, semi-double flowers are

Day Dream 


Quite large size single to semi-double white flow- 
ers with pink edges. The most outstanding merits of 
this variety are its foliage, growth habit and general 
shape. Leaves are large, thick and dark green. Very 
fast and strong upright grower, but form compact 
pyramidal shape, similar to upright Wax Privet 
(Ligustrum lucidum pyramidalis). An ideal plant for 
corner planting, or when variations are needed for

Large size crinkled petal, edged mallow pink. 


Hino de Gumo 


Large semi-double blush with deeper pink on edges. 
The most beautiful form and shade of this class of 
present time. Excellent grower. 


Hiodoshi 


Good size nine-petaled flowers are boldly variegated 
with white blotches on crimson and very showy. Slow, 
compact grower. 

Hiryu (Variegata) 

Crinkled and wavy petals are wine-red with white, 

and semi-double. 


Little Gem 


Dainty, semi-double blush flowers are small and the 
name is perfect in describing this charming flower. 
Slow grower. 


Maiden Blush (Pink) 


Clear single pink of fairly good size and form. 
Fast, but compact grower. 


Mine-No-Yuki (Snow on the Mountain) 


Well-known large size peony to loose double, pure 
white Sasanqua was imported by Kiyono some 40 
years ago, and this is still in great demand. Probably 
the most popular of all the Sasanquas. 


Ocean Springs (Flapper) 


Single to semi-double. Petals pure white splotched 
red, dog-eared in the center, similar to Ville de Nantes 
in formation. 


Oleifera 


Very large white crinkled petals are edged in rose. 
Very fast grower. 


Pink Snow 


Pink form of the well-known Mine-no-yuki. Many 
petals and petaloids of clear light pink. One of the 
finest of the new Sasanqua introductions.

A graceful, upright grower with large single flow- 
ers of rose-pink.

Cup-shaped bloom of pure white, with bright yel- 
low stamens.
